All claims have been 
rejected under Double Patenting on the first Office Action mailed 04/05/2005. Terminal 
Disclaimer has been filed by the Applicant on 05/09/2005 in response to the first Office Action 
Double Patenting rejection. Claims 1-112 have been fully examined. Examiners amendment has 
been made for independent claim 30 and claims 22-23, 54, 57-63, 66-82, 107, 109-1 12 have been 
canceled based on the telephone interview, with Jerry Miller on May 8, 2006 without prejudice 
as we agreed.

Claims 1,13, 28, 30, 35, 46, 86, and 89: Prior art of record neither alone nor in combination 
teach transmitting and/or outputting the encrypted digital television signal comprising the 
unencrypted audio/video portion, the encrypted first, that is encrypted using first encryption 
method, and the encrypted second audio/video portions, that is encrypted using a second 
encryption method, in the same stream of data. 
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Claims 2-12, 14-21, 29, 31-34, 36-37, 40-45, 47-53, 87-97, and 99-106 are allowed 
because of dependency.
